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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1931 

During  the  year  1931  the  School  of  Nursing  has  continued  to 
maintain  its  high  standards  of  education  and  experience  for  the 
students  and  also  of  good  service  to  the  patients  in  the  hospital. 

Few  changes  have  been  made  in  the  curriculum  except  to  add 
courses  in  First  Aid  and  Public  Sanitation  for  the  senior  students. 
Very  few  changes  have  occurred  in  the  nursing  staff  during  the 
past  year  and  their  loyalty  and  willingness  in  meeting  hospital  and 
school  problems  has  been  greatly  appreciated. 

A  review  of  the  health  program  shows  that  the  yearly  average 
days  of  illness  per  student  is  4.8  days.  This  low  rate  is  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  frequent  health  examinations  given  by  members  of  the 
Medical  Board.  Students  are  reporting  any  slight  illness  more 
promptly  and  there  have  been  fewer  interruptions  in  their  class 
program  and  nursing  service.  We  are  indeed  grateful  for  the 
splendid  medical  care  given  to  members  of  the  nursing  staff  as 
well  as  to  the  student  group. 

Miss  Elsa  Rudolph  returned  in  June  after  spending  the  year  at 
Teachers  College  to  resume  her  former  position  as  Supervisor  of 
the  Smith  Memorial  Building.  Miss  Alice  Schwedler,  assistant  su- 
pervisor in  the  operating  rooms,  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence 
for  the  school  year  to  accept  the  scholarship  to  Teachers  College 
presented  to  her  by  the  Woman's  Board. 

Miss  Olive  Frost,  assistant  instructor  of  Principles  and  Practice 
of  Nursing,  was  awarded  a  scholarship  to  attend  the  University  of 
Chicago  during  the  summer  session.  This  scholarship  was  also 
granted  by  the  Woman's  Board. 

Through  funds  raised  by  activities  of  the  faculty  of  the  School, 
five  members  were  awarded  summer  school  scholarships.  Miss 
Marske,  Miss  Gross  and  Miss  Lusk  enrolled  at  the  University  of 
Chicago,  Miss  Miles  attended  the  University  of  Minnesota  and 
Miss  Piekarski  attended  Teachers  College  in  Colorado.  Miss  Der- 
hammer  also  attended  the  summer  session  at  the  University  of 
Chicago.  The  enthusiasm  and  interest  which  these  officers  brought 
back  to  the  organization  has  been  demonstrated  throughout  the 
year. 

The  Harriet  Fulmer  award  to  the  student  having  the  highest 
scholastic  standing  for  three  years  was  awarded  to  Miss  Catherine 
Stough,  who  is  now  taking  a  post-graduate  course  in  New  York. 
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The  income  from  the  Herman  H.  Heftier,  Jr.  Fund,  established 
to  be  used  for  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  student  nurses  was 
used  to  sponsor  various  club  activities  of  the  student  body.  Opera, 
concert  and  theatre  tickets  were  also  included.  During  the  fall, 
several  groups  of  students  went  by  motor  coach  to  the  Dunes  for 
picnics.  Representatives  from  the  student  group  took  part  in  plan- 
ning the  use  of  this  recreational  fund. 

Commencement  activities  occupied  most  of  the  first  week  of 
June.  The  Baccalaureate  service  was  held  at  Grace  Church  on 
Sunday  evening  preceding  the  graduation  exercises  at  St.  James 
Church  on  Thursday  evening,  June  4th.  The  graduating  class  were 
honored  to  have  the  Right  Reverend  George  Craig  Stewart,  D.D., 
Bishop  of  Chicago,  give  the  address.  Other  activities  of  Com- 
mencement included  the  Junior-Senior  dance,  Class  Day  Picnic  at 
the  Dunes,  the  Homecoming  Luncheon  at  the  Hospital  and  the 
Alumnae  Banquet  at  the  Blackstone  Hotel. 

Through  the  kindness  of  members  of  the  Woman's  Board,  the 
students  have  attended  the  opera,  the  Symphony  concerts  and 
other  concerts.  We  are  most  grateful  for  the  interest  that  has 
been  shown.    It  has  indeed  been  helpful. 

The  director  has  spen+  considerable  time  during  the  past  year 
in  vocational  guidance.  The  field  of  private  duty  nursing  has  been 
seriously  overcrowded  and  ways  and  means  of  interesting  both 
graduates  and  senior  students  in  other  fieids  of  nursing  has  been 
the  purpose  of  these  conferences. 

The  economic  situation  in  the  field  of  nursing  is  rather  serious  at 
this  time.  Maintaining  high  standards  of  nursing  service  must  be 
continued  even  in  most  frying  times. 

The  Nursing  Council  Committee  are  working  toward  plans  which 
will  reduce  to  some  extent  the  enrollment  in  the  School  and  gradu- 
ally increase  the  graduate  staff  whereby  the  nursing  service  to  the 
patient  will  be  stabilized  and  the  School  program  be  more  effec- 
tively carried  out  for  the  students.

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RULES 


AS  TO 

ENDOWED  ROOMS  AND  BEDS 


A  donation  of  $5,000  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate  occu- 
pants for  the  bed. 

A  donation  of  $7,500  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity  and  the  right  to  nominate  the  occupants 
of  the  bed  during  the  life  of  the  endower. 

A  donation  of  $10,000  endows  a  private  room  with  the  right  to 
name  the  room  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate  the 
occupants   of  the  room. 

The  sum  necessary  to  endow  a  private  room  in  perpetuity  with  the 
right  to  name  the  occupants  thereof  shall  depend  on  the  size,  location 
and  general  desirability  of  the  room  selected. 

The  right  to  nominate  the  occupants  of  a  bed  or  room  shall  be  un- 
derstood to  mean: 

That  the  endower  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  one  patient  at 
a  time  to  occupy  the  said  bed  or  room,  and  if  all  beds  or  rooms  are 
occupied  to  a  preference  over  all  other  applicants  when  a  vacancy 
occurs. 

In  the  event  that  an  endowed  bed  or  room  is  occupied  the  Hospital 
reserves  the  right  to  place  the  patient  in  some  other  equally  good  bed 
or  room. 

Persons  nominated  to  free  beds  or  rooms  should  be  worthy  subjects 
for   such  charity. 

Persons  whose  means  admit  of  their  paying  for  hospital  care  and 
treatment  are  not  acceptable  as  occupants  of  free  beds.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
St.  Luke's  Hospital, 
Chicago,  Illinois. 

Gentlemen: 

The  Woman's  Board  begs  to  submit  its  Annual  Report. 

The  Board  is  composed  of  4  Honorary,  5  Senior  and  56  Active 
Members.  During  the  year  we  have  had  6  resignations  and  have 
elected  six  new  members.  We  have  lost  by  death  Mrs.  L.  L.  Mc- 
Arthur,  one  of  our  valued  Active  members. 

The  net  proceeds  of  our  Fifth  Annual  Fashion  Show  were  $29,- 
766.81.  To  clear  that  amount  in  October,  1931,  exceeded  our 
wildest  dreams.  Last  year  we  considered  it  a  miracle  to  raise 
$32,000,  but  to  have  succeeded  in  making  nearly  $30,000  in  1931 
we  feel  is  almost  incredible.  Again  our  afternoon  attendance  was 
greater  than  ever  before,  1427  in  number.  The  generous  gift  by 
Mr.  Schweppe  of  a  Nash  automobile  to  sell  on  shares  helped  to 
increase  our  total.  The  support  we  receive  from  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  the  time  of  our  Fashion  Shows  is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Social  Service  and  Out  Patient  Department,  our  major  ac- 
tivity, has  been  the  most  active  spot  in  St.  Luke's  Hospital  in  1931 
and  we  have  done  more  work  than  we  thought  possible  to  accom- 
plish. We  have  had  56,652  clinical  visits,  10,298  more  than  in 
1930,  and  have  cared  for  this  great  number  with  no  increase  in 
our  force  of  16  paid  workers.  These  loyal  women  have  cheerfully 
given  long  hours  of  faithful  service,  with  no  thought  of  self,  to  cope 
with  this  great  emergency  of  illness  and  unemployment.  Our  doc- 
tors have  carried  on  their  splendid  work  shouldering  this  extra  load. 
Without  them  there  could  be  no  department.  We  wish  to  extend 
to  the  doctors  and  workers  our  sincere  appreciation.  $4,421.08 
was  spent  from  our  Special  Funds  for  special  nurses,  for  medicine 
and  gas  anaesthesia,  glasses,  liver  extract,  serum,  etc.  Again  this 
year  we  sent  baskets  of  food  to  79  families  of  our  Social  Service 
Department  patients,  instead  of  the  Christmas  party  formerly  held. 
The  gross  cost  of  operating  the  Department  was  $35,320.38,  less 
the  clinical  fees  collected  of  $9,663.47,  or  a  net  operating  cost  of 
$25,656.91. 

The  various  other  committees  of  the  Woman's  Board  have  car- 
ried on  their  splendid  work  as  in  former  years.  Detailed  reports 
of  all  committees  will  be  shown  in  the  Year  Book.

The  Hospital  cares  for  an  average  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
wholly  free  patients  and  will,  when  there  are  vacant  beds  in  the  open 
wards,  receive  patients  whose  means  are  limited  for  any  sum  which 
they  may  be  able  to  pay  and  those  without  means  as  free  patients, 
provided  they  are  admissible  under  the  rule  governing  the  admission 
of  patients. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients  who  are  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  must  be  made  prior  to  sending  them,  and  should  be  made 
between  the  hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.  All  promises  of  admis- 
sion are  made  subject  to  the  result  of  an  examination,  as  to  admissi- 
bility, on  their  arrival  at  the  Hospital. 

The  financial  status  of  all  free  or  part  pay  patients  is  investigated 
by  the  Social  Service  Department  and  free  treatment  will  not  be  given 
unless  justified  by  the  report. 

Persons  making  application  on  behalf  of  others  should  be  able  to 
furnish  concise  information  on  the  following  points. 

The  nature  of  the  disease  or  injury. 

The  duration  of  the  disease  or  the  date  of  the  injury. 

Present  condition  of  the  patient. 

What  treatment  if  any  has  been  received? 

Is  the  patient  able  to  pay  the  full  rate,  or  pay  in  part,  or  is  he 
or  she  a  proper  subject  for  admission  as  a  free  patient? 

Patients  will  in  the  usual  course  be  received  only  between  the  hours 
of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  in.,  but  emergency  cases  will  be  received  at 
any  hour. 

Visitors  to  patients  in  the  Main  Building  should  apply  at  the  Indiana 
Ave.  office. 

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  RULES 

"The  Hospital  is  for  the  treatment  of  acute,  curable,  non-contagious 
diseases  and  injuries.  The  following  are  inadmissible.  Sufferers  from 
contagious,  dangerously  infectious,  or  incurable  diseases,  cancers  of  an 
incurable  and  offensive  nature,  drug  habits,  delirium  tremens,  insanity, 
venereal  diseases,  phthisis  and  persons  whose  presence  in  the  wards 
would  be  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the  other  patients. 

' '  Patients  who  refuse  to  accept  the  treatment  prescribed  by  the  Medi 
cal  Staff,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  reasonable  instructions  of  the 
physicians  or  nurses,  or  who  willfully  violate  the  rules  of  the  Hospital 
will  be  discharged. ' '

SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE  AND  DEPARTMENT 

1931 

The  Social  Service  Department  in  the  year  1931  experienced 
one  of  the  most  difficult  and  exacting  periods  of  its  existence. 
The  increased  number  of  cases  which  for  one  reason  or  the  other 
require  care  in  these  times  has  brought  many  more  patients  to  the 
clinics.  We  feel  proud  to  have  been  able  to  care  for  56,652  free 
patients,  an  increase  of   10,298  over  the  previous  year. 

Despite  the  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  we  have  not 
added  to  the  number  of  our  personnel.  We  now  have  16  staff 
workers,  of  which  the  majority  have  been  with  us  from  2  to  9 
years. 

It  has  been  a  great  joy  through  the  Helen  Shedd  Reed  Fund 
to  be  able  to  afford  special  nurses  for  our  very  sick  patients,  one 
of  the  most  comforting  and  helpful  cares  we  perform. 

The  Delicacies  Fund  has  permitted  us  to  give  the  Hospital's 
patients  many  little  or  pleasing  extras  which  the  Hospital  does 
not  and  can  not  supply  and  which  the  patients  could  not  other- 
wise have  had.  We  sre  particularly  grateful  to  the  churches  who 
sent  the  delicious  jellies  distributed  through  this  Committee. 

This  year  we  had  our  Christmas  trees  in  the  Department,  as 
usual,  and  to  79  of  our  most  needy  families  we  gave  and  delivered 
large  baskets  of  food  supplies  arranged  and  filled  by  the  Depart- 
ment. 

We  now  have  the  following  17  regular  volunteers:  Mesdames 
Northrop,  Pierce,  Walgreen,  Morgan,  Dresser  and  Porgcs,  the 
Misses  Carr,  Dewes,  Otis,  Smith,  Mauff,  McNally,  Betty  Ashcraft 
and  Barbara  and  Dorothy  Senn,  and  Messrs.  Grimwade  and 
Stormer.  Each  volunteer  is  assigned  to  a  certain  clinic  on  a 
certain  day.  The  Junior  League  has  been  of  the  greatest  help 
in  meeting  the  enlarged  demands  on  us  by  assigning  certain  of 
its  provisional  members  to  duty  as  volunteer  workers.  I  would 
like  to  express  the  sincere  thanks  of  our  Department  to  all  volun- 
teer workers  for  their  conscientious  help  and  able  assistance  and 
to  the  Junior  League  for  furthering  our  purposes  by  aiding  us  in 
meeting  our  demands. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Grace  Church  for  their  generous 
donation  toward  the  salaries  of  two  of  our  staff  workers  and  to 
Mr.  Wordell  and  Mr.  Pearson  who  have  helpfully,  constantly  and 
patiently  advised  us  on  our  many  problems. 
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To  our  Superintendent  Miss  Armstrong  we  record  our  deep 
obligation  for  her  untiring  efforts,  quiet  efficiency  and  great 
courage,  a  spirit  which  has  pervaded  the  whole  Department  in 
one  of  our  most  trying  years.  We  thank  each  of  the  staff  per- 
sonnel for  her  devoted  attention  and  great  willingness  to  aid  in 
every  way  in  the  course  of  more  arduous  duties  and  longer  hours 
and  also  for  the  care  each  has  given  to  the  largest  number  of 
patients  for  which  this  Department  has  ever  been  called  upon 
and  privileged  to  care.  The  services  of  the  staff  personnel  under 
the  brilliant  leadership  of  Miss  Armstrong  have  been  a  great  in- 
spiration to  us  all. 

Without  the  interest  and  time  given  to  our  work  by  our  staff 
doctors  and  internes,  the  work  of  this  Department  would  have 
been  impossible;  by  their  generosity,  guidance  and  assistance 
and  the  extra  hours  they  have  dedicated  to  the  clinics  we  have 
been  enabled  to  accomplish  that  which  we  have  in  the  last  year 
accomplished.

Besides  this,  we  have  sup- 
plied linen  to  the  Training  School  of  3,269,  costing  $879.02,  paid 
the  salary  of  the  Supervisor  of  Linen  of  $1,487.50,  taken  a  Safety 
Vault  Box  for  our  securities,  paid  freight  charges  on  boxes  and 
contributed  $500.00  toward  the  purchase  of  six  new  presses  for 
the  laundry  —  these  presses  bought  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Woman's  Board  and  the  Emergency  Committee  have  added  to 
the  permanent  equipment.  One  new  item  was  added  to  our  list 
this  year  in    120  small  comfort  pillows  for  Smith. 

We  have  received  during  the  year  past,  the  generous  bequest 
of  $40,000  from  Mrs.  Hugh  McK.  Landon  for  the  permanent  En- 
dowment Fund  of  the  Linen  Committee.  The  total  amount  given 
the  Hospital,  as  shown  in  the  attached  financial  report  is  $5,415.15 
less  $22.84,  the  refund  from  Laundry  Employes  for  uniforms,  or  a 
net  amount  of  $5,392.31. 

May  we  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  those  who  have 
given  contributions  to  our  funds  and  the  Churches  and  Organiza- 
tions who  have  helped  make  our  Garments.

AUDITOR'S  REPORT

Mesdames: 

We  have  audited  the  cash  transactions  of  the  Linen  Committee 
of  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  as  disclosed  by  the  Treasurer's  records  for 
the  year  ended  December  31,  1931,  and  have  prepared  there- 
from the  attached  statement  of  Receipts  and  Disbursements,  to- 
gether with  a  schedule  of  Investments  and  interest  received 
therefrom. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1931  exceeded 
the  disbursements  by  $2,093.87,  compared  with  an  excess  of  dis- 
bursements over  receipts  for  the  preceding  year  of  $5,981.14. 

A  comparison  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  two 
years  ended  December  31,  1931,  is  shown  in  the  following  sum- 
mary, details  of  which  are  presented  in  Schedule  I:

The  increase  in  the  excess  of  receipts  over  disbursements  is 
attributable  principally  to  the  fact  that  in  addition  to  the  decrease 
of  $2,779.20  in  disbursements,  receipts  were  increased  $4,500.00 
by  the  contribution  from  the  Woman's  Board  of  St.  Luke's  Hos- 
pital in  connection  with  the  Fashion  Show,  for  which  there  was  no 
corresponding  receipt  in  the  preceding  year. 

In  the  course  of  our  audit,  we  reconciled  the  cash  in  bank  at 
December  31,  1931,  with  the  statement  furnished  by  the  Con- 
tinental Illinois  Bank  and  Trust  Company. 
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The  disbursements  for  the  year  were  found  to  be  properly  sup- 
ported by  invoices  and  cancelled  checks.  All  receipts  recorded  in 
the  cash  book  were  traced  to  the  bank  statements. 

The  interest  received  on  investments  as  reported  in  the  cash 
book  is  presented  in  Schedule  2. 

We  inspected  the  securities  constituting  Notes  amounting  to 
$19,000.00  as  disclosed  by  Schedule  2  and  found  them  to  be  in 
order.  We  did  not,  however,  examine  the  bonds  aggregating  a 
par  value  of  $40,700.00  nor  the  securities  represented  by  the 
Robert  W.  Roloson  Fund  aggregating  $10,000.00.  We  understand 
that  the  bonds  listed  in  Schedule  2,  and  aggregating  $40,700.00, 
were  acquired  during  the  year  through  a  bequest  by  Jessie 
Spalding  Landon.

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  BOARD  OF 
ST.  LUKE'S  HOSPITAL 

ARTICLE  I. 
The   Board   shall    be   called   the  Woman's   Board   of   St.   Luke's 


Hospital. 


ARTICLE   II. 


Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  to  pro- 
vide bedding,  table  linen,  china,  reading  matter,  delicacies,  com- 
forts for  the  sick  and  furnishings  for  the  Hospital  and  the  Eliza- 
beth Stickney  Home  (The  Training  School  for  Nurses),  also  to 
invite  the  co-operation  and  secure  the  help  of  the  Episcopal 
Churches  and  all  charitable  people  of  Chicago  in  the  work  of  the 
Hospital. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  I.  Membership  shall  be  of  four  classes:  Honorary, 
Senior,  Active  and  Associate. 

Section  2.  Honorary  Membership  may  be  conferred  upon 
one  who  has  rendered  especial  or  distinguished  service  to  the 
work  of  the  Board.  The  name  of  one  desired  to  be  so  honored 
shall  be  sent  in  writing,  with  the  reasons  therefor,  signed  by  at 
least  two  members  of  the  Board,  to  the  Membership  Committee. 
If  the  name  is  considered  favorably  by  the  unanimous  ballot  of 
the  Membership  Committee,  it  shall  be  recommended  to  the 
Board  where  election  shall  be  by  ballot.  A  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Board  shall  elect  to  Honorary  Membership.  Honorary  Members 
have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  membership  except  the  right 
to  vote  and  hold  office.    Honorary  Members  pay  no  dues. 

Section  3.  Senior  Members  shall  be  chosen,  on  the  recom- 
mendation or  with  the  approval  of  the  Membership  Committee, 
from  those  who  have  served  as  active  members  of  the  Board. 
They  shall  have  the  right  to  attend  all  meetings,  may  vote  at  all 
meetings  and  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  active  members 
except  that  of  holding  office.  Senior  members  shall  not,  unless 
volunteering  or  expressing  a  desire  so  to  do,  be  considered  avail- 
able for  active  work  or  service  at  the  Hospital.  Senior  members 
shall  pay  annual  dues  of  $15.00. 

Section  4.  Active  Members  shali  not  exceed  sixty  in  number; 
shall  pay  annual  dues  of  $5.00,  and  have  all  rights  and  privileges 
of  membership. 

Section  5.  Associate  Members  pay  annual  dues  of  $10.00. 
They  shall  have  the  right  to  attend   meetings  of  the   Board,   and 
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shall  be  notified  by  card  of  the  annual  meetings.  Associate  Mem- 
bers do  not  vote  nor  hold  office. 

Section  6.  Candidates  for  membership  on  the  Board  shall  be 
recommended  in  writing  by  two  members  of  the  Board  to  the 
Membership  Committee.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  vote 
by  ballot  upon  candidates  so  recommended,  and  upon  unanimous 
vote  same  shall  be  referred  to  the  Board  for  final  action.  The 
Board  shall  vote  by  ballot  upon  candidates  recommended  by  the 
Membership  Committee.  Three  negative  votes  shall  defeat  elec- 
tion. 

Section  7.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
three  Vice-Presidents  with  the  Second  Vice-President  as  Chair- 
man and  two  non-office  holding  members  to  be  elected  by  the 
Board  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  I.  Officers:  The  Officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a 
President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  and  a  Treasurer. 

Section  2.  At  or  prior  to  the  November  Meeting  of  the 
Board  the  President  shall  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee  of 
five  members,  whose  names  shall  be  announced  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  at  the  November  Meeting.  To  this  Committee  shall 
be  entrusted  the  recommendation  of  a  ticket  consisting  of  at  least 
one  name  for  each  office  to  be  filled.  No  one  shall  be  recom- 
mended by  the  Nominating  Committee  whose  consent  to  serve 
has  not  been  first  obtained.  The  ticket  so  prepared  shall  be 
announced  at  the  December  Meeting.  After  which  a  copy  shall 
be  mailed  to  all  voting  Members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  at  its  January  Annual  Meeting,  at  which 
meeting  nominations  may  also  be  made  from  the  floor.  The 
election  shall  be  by  ballot  and  a  majority  vote  shall  elect. 

Section  3.  The  officers  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  shall 
serve  one  year  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  I.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  consisting 
of  the  Officers  of  the  Board  and  Chairmen  of  all  standing  com- 
mittees. The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the 
President. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at 
all  meetings,  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for, 
and  perform  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  President. 
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Section  3.  The  First  Vice-President  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

Section  4.  The  Second  or  Third  Vice-President  shall  per- 
form the  duties  of  President,  in  the  absence  of  both  the  Presi- 
dent and  the  First  Vice-President.  The  Second  Vice-President 
shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  all 
correspondence  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  and  shall  send  the  usual 
notices  of  meetings. 

Section  6.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  and  preserve 
reports  and  minutes  of  all  the  meetings,  and  shall  mail  copies  of 
the  minutes  to  the  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary.  She 
shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Board. 

Section  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  the  dues  and  receive 
the  Funds  of  the  Board,  and  shall  pay  out  money  only  as  directed 
by  the  Board.  She  shall  keep  such  records  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Board,  and  shall  submit  to  the  President  each  month  an 
accurate  exhibit  of  receipts  and  disbursements. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  I.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held 
on  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  January  at  10:30  a.m.,  at  which 
time  the  annual  dues  of  $5.00  shall  be  paid. 

Section  2.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held 
at  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month 
from  October  to  June  inclusive. 

Section  3.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business  at  all  meetings,  including  the  Annual 
Meeting.

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Duties  of  Members.

A  fine  of  $1    for  each  absence 
from  Board  Meetings  shall  be  assessed,  except  in  the  case  of  non- 
resident members. 

ARTICLE  IX.
